I ha/3 road CDs 451 and 651 and the Colacan/Slawaon 6/24/64 memo oq Kosenko 
what he said about Oswald, The first bears no classification at all. Page 35 of 
the second only in classified, "Confidential." The memo is classified "Top Secret." 

Because I can see no basis for the classification of any of tills material, 
at least not after ilosenko'a defection was known to the Soviet Union, I ask why 
and by whom it was withhold and classified; whether on any of tho reviews it was 
not detected that t-iis material was not properly subject to withholding cr classifi- 
cation and if so why the withholding and glassification won not ended then; who in 
any review decided that the memo at any tltee J sSF$fce requirements of/ the "Top 
Secret classification were mat by the memo; and an account of the reasons for 
the end ing of withholding and classification. 

Particularly because those documents do contain what is contradictors' to what 
the Warren “eport says and all are dated long before the issuance of that Soport,

I also ask if tho re are any other Kosenko documents or any similar to it or 
relating to the same subject or contents that are still not a valla bio. If there* 
are any such I would like to know their iddatif ication 3 and sources and why they 
are not available. I intend this as a frcral request for any such documents. I 
also note the complete absoace of any relevant CIA documents when Kosenko turned 
himself in to the CIA and when tho normal procedure is for them to at least begin 
the debriefing. It was also normal practise to ask the CIA for its opinions end 
evaluations. So, if theirs are no CIA documents relating to this, I would also m-e 
to know that and whether it would be fair to assume that the absence of any such CIA 
documents means the Commission h-^d none . 

I would also like to knew if there are any tapes or transcripts of intorviaws 
with Kosenko or others lika him and if there nrs any other Commission internal papers 
dealing with this subject and that w’rich is raisvant to it.
